The next 
Day the Bifhops whe had joyned with the Cardi- 
nal de Noailles, urged, that ince ‘twas allowed 
that the Bull ought not tp be received without 
Explications, it was proper to a upen thofe 
Explications before they received the Bull. That 
what they owed to their Dignity and to Truth 
required this of them; and that confequently they 
could not canfent to an abfoléte and fimple hecep-

tation. "Tisfaid the Pove’s Nuncio is much dif- 
turbed at this fition of thafe Bifhops, as 
teriding that the Bull ought to be received abfo- 
lutely without Explication; that it does not be- 
dong to the Bifhops to explain it; that the Pope 
alone can know what he has thought fit to.con- 
demn ; that they ought ro fubmit, waiting till he 
explain himfelf if he think fit § and that the 
Cardinal de Noailles would por take it. well, if 
any of his Suffragans fhould take upon, them to 
explain his Ordinances. ’T1s believed this ‘Affair, 
far from being finifhed, willproduce greater Broils 
than everinthe Kingdom.

Which done, the Cardinal de Noailles made an E. 
loquent Speech of about a Quarter of an Hour in 
wherein he reprefented in :
